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COUNCIL TO PROTEST OVER RATES 
ON S.E.C.. PROPERTIES 


_ Altona Council plans to protest against the State 
Government moves to ensure that municipalities cannot 
charge rates against State Electricity Commission pro- 


perties. 


It agreed on this 


at last Monday night's 


meeting after receiving a letter from Mr, J. D. 
Fagan, secretary of the Municipal Association 


of Victoria. 

Mr. Fagan’s fetter read: 
“Would you please note 
that the State Government, 
through the Minister for 
Fuel and Power, the Ho- 
nourable .J.. C. M. Balfour, 
MP., ‘has introduced into 
the Legislative Assembly a 
Bil to amend the State 
Flectricity Commission Act, 


The Bill arises from a]‘Ajt, 


decision given by Mr. Jus- 
tice Gillard of the Supreme 
Court of Victoria, upheld by 
the High Court of Australia, 
that the State Electricity 
Commission sis liable to pay 
municipal rates in respect 
of land which Lit occupies 
and holds the “fee simple 
thereof. The originator of 
the action was the City of 
South Melbourne. - 


K is proposed in the Bill 
that Crown land and land 
vested in fee in the Com- 
mission, which is unoceu- 
pied or used for the pur- 
pose. of the Commission's 
jegislation, shall not be and 
be deemed never to have 
been rateable property 
within the meaning of the 
Local Government Act, 
1958. It is -further pro- 
posed that the Commission 
shall pay councils- an 
amount in lieu of rates in 
respect of premises where 
the Commission carries ‘on 
the business of trading in 
electrical appliances. Pay- 
ments in lieu of rates shall 
be the amount agreed to by 
the Commission and the 
Council concerned. In de- 
faulf of agreement, the 
amount will be_ determined 
by: the Vajuer-General. 
“The latter portion of the 
Bil merely transcribes into 
statutory form ex gratia 


[payments which arose ori- 


ginally from representations 
made by this Association 
to the then Minister in 
Charge of Electrical Under- 
takings, the Honourable G. 
O. Reid, MP., in 1956. 

I am to inform your 
Council that the Legislative 
Committee of the  Associa- 
tion is extremely_disappoint- 
that the Government, 
whilst indicating its inten- 
Hon to come to grips with 
the problem of _ property 
exempt. from. rating, © has 
seen fit to bring forward a 
legislative proposal to 
exempt from rating a State 
undertaking which the high- 
est legal tribunal in Austra- 
lia unanimously held te be 
rateable. 2 

The Legislative Commit- 
tee in opposing this Bill in- 
vites Councils to exress 
their views to parliamentary 
members for the district on 
the measure before Parlia- 
ment and also the growing 
number of non-rateable pro- 
perties about which State 
Governments over the years 
have shown a surprising in- 
ability to tackle as com- 
pared with the current 
haste in seeking to negate 
a successful action by a 
council against a State 
undertaking whose _rate- 
ability has never been in 
doubt in the view of this 
Association and its legal 
advisers. : 

‘According to the Parlia- 
mentary notice paper, the 
second reading debate in 
the Legislative Assembly is 
scheduled for resumption 
on Tuesday, October 22 
next.”

The decision was 


Council meeting. 


A deputation consisting of 
Mr. F. Kirk, President, Mr. 
Treasurer, and 
Mr. G. Hosken, Secretary, 
attended the committee 
meeting on behalf of 
Altona Cricket Club. 


Cr. Burns welcomed the 
deputation and introduced 
members to Councillors. 
Mr. Kirk advised that the 
Altona Cricket Club have 
an ambitior: to within two 
to three years to have:a side 
in the Sub-iistrict Competi- 
tion. The turf- wicket used 
by the Club would be the 
worst in. the Competition. 
Members ‘have not the 
time to spend on the pre- 
paration. .The Council has 
done all it has been asked 
to do in the past but the 
required watering, cutting 
and preparation takes up 
considerable time, and it 
bas been found that the 
members are unable to keep 
the wicket up to a good 
standard, Preparation starts 
on Thursday night for Sa- 
turday’s. match and it is 
impossible to keep it up to 
a calibre required in the 
competition. 


Mr. Duckett advised that 
the Club is looking ahead 
and desires that the wicket 
be in first class order, as 
next year they could be 
fielding 4 :senior sides in the 
Competition, as against 
three sides this year. The 
membership of the Club has 
increased and the Commit- 
tee consider that there is a 
Jot more strain on personnel 
making wickets as these are 
players that are playing in 
teams each Saturday. He 
has noted that the Council 
estimate that it would re- 
quire one man one day per 
week, ‘but he considered it 
could be more than that and 
possibly cost the Council 
up to $500 per year. 


Because Grant Reserve 
was on the same ground as 
the Council Depot access to 
equipment could be easily 
made. Other Councils in a 
similar position maintain 
cricket wickets and it ap- 
pears that not much extra 
work is involved. 


He considered that a turf 
wicket could be brought up 
to standard and the mini- 
mum amount of work re- 
quired would be one hour 
per day Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednesday, and two 
hours on Thursday. 


The Cricket Club have 
beer before the Council 
each year with the same re- 
quest. There is a genuine 


| difficulty in maintaining the 


turf wickets and the Coun- 
cil can be assured that the 
Club is not trying to ‘get 
out of work.
